« ENGLAND. 

Cuurca or EsGranp, The King is considered the 
supreme head on earth of the Chureh of England. The + 
Archbishop of Canterbury is styled the Primate of all Eng- 
land, and takes precedence of all persons, except the royal 
family. ‘The Archbishop of York is styled the Primate of 
England, and his province tu¢ ludes the four Bishoprics of 
Durham, Carlisle, Chester, and Sodor aud Mann; all the 
rest being included in the province of the Archbishop of | 
Canterbury. The Bishop of London has the first: rank 
among the Bishops ; the Bishop of Durham the second ; 
the Bishop of Winchester the third 5 the rest rank saccor- 
ding to the priority of their consecration. William Haw- 
ley, D. D. is Archbishop of Canterbury, translated from 
the Bishopric of London, in 1813, income £20,000; Ed- 
ward Venables Vernon, D. D., Archbishop of York trans- 
Jated in 1807. Income £14,000. 

To every cathedral belongs a dean and severnl preben- 
daries, who form the dean and chapter or council of the 
Bishop. ‘The next order is that of Arehdeacons, whose 
office is to reform abuses, and induct into benetices. The 
number of dignitaries of the several orders is stated as fol- 
lows: 2 Archbishops ; 25 Bishops ; 27 Deans, 60 Arch- 
deacons ; 544 Canons and Prebendaries. 

The Bishop of Winchester, in a late charge says, that 
out of 234 incumbencies, into which the diocese is divided, | 
only 97 parishes enjoy the advantages of clergy, incumbents, | 
and curates actually resident. Paking the curates to a- | 
mount to one half of the whole, then only about 45 of the 
234 incumbeuts are actually resident im thes 
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parishes,
